An audit of the financial records of the Town of Har- 
rington has been completed for the fiscal year ended 
Febraury 6, 1959. 

The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. The examination con- 
sisted of a review of cash transactions, as well as an 
analysis of available ‘funds and expenditures and the. 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhib- 
its and schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the 
Town. | 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that Expendi- 
tures exceeded Available Funds by $2,276.64 per the 
following summary:

The cash balance of $3,009.42 was reconciled with 
the statement furnished by the Union Trust Co., Ells- 
worth, Maine.

Un- 
paid accounts were reconciled with the balance shown 
on the records of the Selectmen.

Reserves and Surplus 


The examination of the appropriation accounts 
shows a total amount of $2,676.78 (Exhibit D) repre- 
senting ‘account balances which are carr ied forward to 
the ensuing year. : 

The deficit at the close of the year, amounted to 
$2,032.58, an increase of $1,039.44 for the year. This 
was occasioned principally by the excess of expendi- 
tures over available funds _less the town debt appro- 
priation. 


Trust Funds 


An examination of the various funds held in trust 
by the town revealed that the total amount of trust 
fund principals was $6,250.00 and unexpended income 
amounted to $594.48. The principals and income of 
these funds were invested as follows:

REPAIRS & IMPROVEMENTS 
Village School: 


In the fire-room the wooden wainscot area has been 
covered with a fire resistant material in accordance 
with a directive from the State Insurance Commission. 

More efficient electric light fixures have been pro- 
vided for two of the classrooms. 

Electric motor and mechanical parts have been pur- 
chased for the water pump. 

The playground has been surfaced with gravel. 

Several miscellaneous minor items of repair have 
received attention. 

Marshville School: 

Classroom cleaned and floor painted. 

New ceiling provided. 

One door installed. 

Toilets ventilated. 

Miscellaneous. 


Purchase of the tract of land from the Arlena Mitch- 
ell Estate was delayed toa later date because of the 
reluctance of the Board of Selectmen to make the pur- 
chase. With an early freezing of the grounds, the 
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bulldozing work for improving the playground facil- 
ities at the village school had to be postponed. Work 
on this project willbe resumed in the Summer months. 

The dangers of the faulty sewerage disposal system 
have been léssened by extending the length of the tile 
drain for a distance of approximately 75 feet. 

The State Fire Insurance Commission has reported 
certain conditions as existing at the schools which are 
believed to be inconsistent with the public. safety. 
Faulty conditions, the elimination of which will require 
an expenditure of money, have been reported as fol- 
lows: “Insulate boiler room with fire resistant material, 
provide door and shutter of fire resistant material for 
coal bin and heat opening, remove lock from exit door 
from gym, remove hooks from egress doors.” 

The roof of the village school building is in need of 
immediate attention as it has leaked at several points 
during the fall and winter months. 

Estimates of the cost of covering the roof with a 
weather resistant material have been reveived from the 
C. O. Beck Co. of Waterville, and the Bangor Roofing 
Co. of Bangor. Such estimates:as have been received 
to date indicates that the cost of applying a new cov- 
ering for the roof would be approximately $1650. 

An article has been inserted in the warrant that will 
permit the citizens to‘decide on a course of action in 
the matter of making temporary repairs or renewing 
the covering of the roof. 

An extericr paint job'on the Village School Building 
will be necessary in the near future. Attention is call- 
ed to the fact that the building received a one-coat 
exterior paint job in the summer of 1954. Five years 
have elapsed; therefore, it will: soon be necessary to 
plan for the application of another coat of paint. The 
cost of. the paint job done in 1954 was slightly more 
than $700, . att | 
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APPROVAL & ACCREDITATION a. 


A member of the State Department of dileation has 
visited the high school on invitation of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools for the purpose of determining the 
nature and extent of alterations that would be neces- 
sary for insuring Harrington High School an approval 
status in accordance with the regulations to become 
effective in July, 1960. 

The items reported to be in need of attention were 
the ventilation of the toilets and the providing for the 
proper and adequate lighting of classrooms and corri- 
dors and basement. 

As stated in a previous report, a small secondary 
school, one enrolling less than 300 students, may not 
anticipate attaining an accreditation status unless the 
town in which the school is located is willing to expend 
a very large sum of money for the school’s maintenance 
costs. 

Two light engineers earn! Banta biel companies have 
furnished recommendations: on-,type of fixtures. and 
cost of same as would serve a good purpose for class- 
room and corridor use, and have included an estimate 
as to cost of material that would be needed other than 
fixtures and the labor costs for lighting the high school 
rooms and corridors at the village school: The sum of 
the estimates of costs of re patcnas and.-labor 
is approximately $650.

In arriving at a decision in the matter of providing 
adequate lighting as mentioned above, consideration -

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’ that the high school may attain an approval status 
as s outlined i in leptem 41, Section 98, Revised Statutes. 


FEDERAL AID'_#FOOD FOR THOUGT 


The National Defense Education Act, “Title Ill, pro- 
vides funds on a matching basis for the purchase of 
equipment and material, in some instances, minor al- 
terations of space for the use of this equipment in 
science, mathematics, and modern foreign language 
from the sub-primary through grade twelve in the pub- 
lic schools of the State. 

The elementary schools are eligible if the secondary 
school in the community is eligible. A secondary school 
is eligible if it meets the following criteria: 


1. Employs qualified personnel to use equipment, 
materials andlor space; and 
2. Offers in the secondary school a sequence of three 
years of study in the subject area in which the 
equipment, materials, and!or space will be used, 
or will offer a three-year sequence through the

. Has in the secondary school an enrollment of 300

4. Purchases equipment and materials meeting the 
standards filed annually in the Commissioner’s 
office.

NEW ELEMENTARY SCHOOL PLAN 


It is the opinion of the writer that a valuable change 
has been effected in the elementary education program 
for the pupils of Harrington. Reference is here made 
to the elimination of the rural schools as such. The 
system now in operation, that of using a rural school- 
house as a classroom for all of the pupils of the town 
who are enrolled in certain grades, permits for an 
equal sharing of the educational offerings within the 
town, whether students live in the village or the dis- 
tricts. It is a share and share alike program—this, I 
believe, is as it should be. 

However, it was not only on the basis of equal shar- 
ing of the physical facilities, nor that the rural pupils 
would be the only ones to be benefited, that the pro- 
gram was originally initiated. It was believed that 
the students formerly attending the village school 
would likewise receive some educational benefits be- ) 
cause it would eliminate the assigning of three grades 
to one teacher as had formerly been the practice at the 
village school. |

The economic advantages of the new plan should also 
be mentioned. The merits of an educational nature as 
cited in the above paragraphs have been accompanied 
with a saving of dollars and cents to the tax payer— 
thus the plan might truly be termed a modern phenom- 
enon. : | 

Now with this new plan in operation and with a con- 
tinuance of the services of competent teachers, the 
academic attainment and social development of the 
student body as a whole is progressing satisfactorily. 

Because the program is believed to be working suc- 
cessfully and that no real hardship of a detrimental 
nature is being forced upon any of the pupils, the com- 
mittee is recommending that the existing program be 
continued for another school year. And it is, therefore, 
recommending that the town vote to close the Coffin 
School for an indefinite period of years. 

At a public meeting called for the purpose of consid- 
ering the matter of reopening the West Harrington 
School for use as a classroom, valid reasons were given 
as to why the school would not serve well for the hous- 
ing of pupils. Subsequently, at a special town meeting 
the citizens voted not to permit the use of the school 
as a classroom, therefore, the Superintending School 
Committee has voted to turn over to the Board of Se- 
lectmen the care and custody ‘(including insurance and 
repairs) of the West Harrington School, and further- 
more it is recommending that the selectmen be author- 
ized to sell or otherwise dispose of said schoolhouse. 


eAnnual Town Report MOOT 
. PERSONNEL ; 


This school year the number of elementary teachers 
being employed is 1 less than for former years. Even so 
the retirement of Mrs. Elizabeth Mitchell and resigna-- 
tion of Mrs. Ida Strout necessitated the hiring of one 
teacher. Mrs. Goldie Sprague of Columbia Falls was 
employed as teacher of the grades 6 & 7 at the Marsh- 
ville School. 

With the exception of Mrs. Sprague, the elementary 
teacher staff is the same as for last year. Mrs. Pauline 
Hartford teaches grade eight only, and the other teach- 
ers are teaching similar grades as for previous years. 

Repetition being permissible when emphasis is de- 
sired, I am once again calling attention to the fact that 
the citizens of the Town of Harrington should be ap- 
preciative of the competent and energetic teachers who 
are manifesting a sincere interest in the academic and_ 
social attainmnt of each and every pupil under their 
care. 

Regarding the services of secondary school person- 
nel, we have been both fortunate and unfortunate. Un- 
fortunate, I believe, in having lost by resignation, the 
valuable services of Mr. Lawrence Drisko and Mr. Del- 
mar King as teacher-principals of Harrington ‘High 
School. Fortunate in having retained the competent 
services of Mrs. Irene Allen as language teacher; and 
in having obtained the fine service of Mr. John Biscoe 
to fill the vacancy caused by the resignations in the - 
teacher-principal position. | 

The value of the services of Mr. Raymond Curtis as 
janitor of the village school and of Mr. Charles Wake- 
field as band director can readily be obtained by seek- 
ing the opinions of the teachers and students at the 
school.

I believe that a special commendation should go to 
Mr. Milton Perry for the long and valuable service 
which he has rendered.’

Prior to 
1946 he served at interrupted intervals for a period of 
8 years—thus a total of 21 years of service. He has 
owned and operated 7 conveyance vehicles. He has 
consistently endeavored to operate the best possible 
type of vehicle consistent with the remunerations.

To*insure our youth an opportunity to become eli- 
gible: to apply for an operator’s license, it might be 
the desire of the citizens of the towns within this 
school union in which secondary schools are located, 
to provide for the setting up of a driver training 
course (at a suitable location) during the summer 
months. ¥5.1 

A study has Maicated: that the total cost to the 
towns of operating a driver training program for a six- 
weeks period, June 15 through July 24, would be ap- 
proximately $700. 

' That the program may not be endangered in event 
one of the four’towns should vote not to sponsor the 
program, it would seem to be wise for each town to 
appropriate $250 as its share of the total costs.

In closing this report, I once again wish to express 
my appreciation to the Superintending School Commit- 
tee, teachers, parents and students for the continued 
cooperation and many courtesies ‘extended me during 
my tenure in office as your superintendent of schools.

Town of Harrington 
February 6, 1959 to February 12, 1960 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Harrington has been completed for the fiscal year 
ended February 12, 1960. 

The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. The examination con- 
sisted of a review of cash transactions, as well as an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures and the 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the 
Town. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that Expendi- 
tures exceeded Available Funds by $2,062.09 per the 
following summary: 


Overdrafts $2,938.61 
Unexpended 876.52 
$2,062.09 

Assets 


The cash balance of $2,510.20 was reconciled with 
the statement furnished by the Union Trust Company, 
Ellsworth, Maine. 

Other assets including accounts receivable, tax liens 
and tax acquired property were reviewed. Unpaid 
accounts were reconciled with the balance shown on the 
records of the Selectmen. 

Liabilities 

General Fund liabilities amounted to $2,429.43 which 
represented advances from the L. F. Nash and Hope 
G. Nash Trust Funds. 

During the year outstanding notes of $1,000.00 were 
paid by appropriation, 
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Deferred Revenue 


The deferred revenue totaling $1,179.19 represents 
1959 excise tax collections which are carried forward 
for future allocation by the townspeople. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The examination of the appropriation accounts 
shows a total amount of $3,916.42 (Exhibit D) repre- 
senting account balances which are carried forward 
to the ensuing year. 

The deficit at the close of the year amounted to 
$3,015.38, an increase of $982.80 for this year. This 
was occasioned principally by the excess of expendi- 
tures over available funds less the town debt appro- 
priation. 


Trust Funds 


An examination of the various funds held in trust 
by the town revealed that the total amount of trust 
fund principals was $6,250.00 and unexpended income 
amounted to $624.99. The principals and income of 
these funds were invested as follows:

An examination of the town clerk’s records re- 
vealed that the townspeople voted to transfer $1,000.00 
from Excise Taxes to Town Roads and the balance of 
Excise Tax receipts to Snow Removal. 
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Seope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Receipts and vouchers and cancelled 
checks were examined for a selected period and major 
increases or decreases in revenue or expenditures over 
previous years were explored. Insurance and bond 
coverages were listed. 

Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
of the copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 
Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the 
municipality were reviewed to determine that related 
financial transactions were properly administered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting information fairly present the financial 
position of the town at February 12, 1960 and the re- 
sult of its operations for the year then ended.

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REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENTS 


Two major projects classified as repair and improve- 
ments have been accomplished during the past year. 
They are as follows: (a) Carl O. Beck & Sons, Water- 
ville, Maine, installed a 20-year smooth surface Fiber- 
glass roof-covering over a one-half inch rigid insula- 
tion and with the necessary flashing and edge strip 
(also the painting of the ventilator was included in 
the contract), (b) fluorescent lighting type fixtures 
have been installed in the main-room of the high 
school. This is now the best lighted classroom to be 
found in the area. It provides the pupils with a cheer- 
ful, pleasant, well-lighted surrounding even on the 
cloudy days. 

Minor repairs and improvements made at the schools 
are as follows: 

Village: Thorough cleaning of classrooms, corridors, 
auditorium, toilets, etc., installing of a fire-door in 
the furnace room, safety type locks placed on 
doors, interior painting, providing drainage facil- 
ities for playgrounds. 

Marshville: Thorough cleaning of all rooms and paint- 
ing of the class room and hallway. 


PHYSICAL IMPROVEMENT PENDING SPECIAL 
ACTION 


A special article appears in the warrant regarding 
the raising andjor appropriating of a sum of money 
not to exceed $1,000 to be used for painting the ex- 
terior of the village school building. It is believed 
that a postponement of action in this matter might 
well be labelled as false economy because a delay would 
result in a further deterioration of the building, the 
correction of which would be accompanied by much 
larger expenditures for both material and labor. 

Another special article in the warrant concerns the 
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improving of the illumination of the English room and 
the laboratory room of the high school and the provid- 
ing for the proper ventilation of the toilets. The im- 
proving of the illumination of the class-rooms and the 
ventilation of the toilets were recommendations of 
the Department of Education following a visit at the 
school by Dr. Howard Bowen, Acting Director of 
School Plant Development, and Mr. Chester Willette, 
Secondary School Supervisor. 

The State Fire Insurance Commission has reported 
certain conditions as existing at the schools which are 
believed to be inconsistent with the public safety. They 
are as follows: 

Village School: Insulate ceiling of coal storage room 
with fire resistant material. 

Install fire door at foot of basement stairway. Door 
to be self-closing type (this in lieu of enclosing entire 
stairway, there being two other means of egress from 
basement classroom.) 

Replace battery in auxiliary light in gym. 

Insulate ceiling of classroom, laboratory in base- 
ment with one hour fire resistant material. 

Two 20 lb. L. P. gas cylinders to be removed. (Lo- 
cated under fire escape—service and tubing not in 
compliance with NFPA Pamphlet No. 58.) Gas tub- 
ing and accessories to be checked for serviceability. 

Soda and acid fire extinguisher of a type approved 
by the Underwriters Laboratories to be provided for 
Sym. 

Marshville School: Soda and acid fire extinguisher 
of a type approved by the Underwriters Laboratories 
to be provided.

APPROVAL AND ACCREDITATION 

The writer believes that the law regarding the ap- 
proval and accreditation of secondary schools which 
became effective July 1, 1960 is of sufficient import- 
ance to permit for the printing of same in its entirety 
so that the citizens who do not have ready access to 
the statutes might more clearly understand the impli- 
cations of the law. 

Sec. 98. Approval and Accreditation of Secondary 
Schools: 

“The secondary schools of this State shall be evalu- 
ated for basic approval and may be evaluated for 
accreditation. No school shall be given basic approval 
for attendance, tuition or subsidy purpose within the 
provisions of this chapter unless it meets the follow- 
ing requirements; 
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[. It maintains a course of study approved by the 
Commissioner of Education. 

Ul. It has a school day of sufficient length to allow 
200 minutes per week for each period in the 
basic schedule. 


‘III. It has a minimum school year of 180 legal days. 


_IV. It employs one or more certified or licensed 
teachers for each two grades of its organiz- 
ation. 


‘V. It has a pupil-teacher ratio of not more than 
30 to 1. 

VI. It has safe and hygienic facilities, adequate 
equipment and supplies, all of which comply 
with the regulations established by the State 
Department of Health and State Department 
of Education. 


VII. It is organized to include not less than 2 con- 
secutive grades from 8 to 12, inclusive. 


VIII. The requirements for graduation include 16 
Carnegie units earned in grades 9 through 12, 
inclusive, 4 of which shall be in English and 
one in American History. 


IX. It has adequate, safely protected records. 

Any approved school may apply to the Commission- 
er of Education for recognition as an accredited school. 
The Commissioner, with the approval of the State 
Board of Education, shall establish requirements for 
accreditation which shall include nationally recognized 
standards, including quality of instruction, school fa- 
cilities and curriculum content. The Commissioner 
shall appoint an advisory committee consisting of pro- 
fessional and lay persons to assist in the development 
of these standards. No school shall be accredited un- 
til it has been evaluated by a committee qualified to

NEW LEGISLATION 
Legislation relative to education effected at the last 
regular legislative session that might be of special 
personal interest to the citizens are as follows: 


1. After September 1, 1960, no operator’s license 
shall be issued to any person under 17 years of 
age unless he has successfully completed a course 
in driver education.—An exception in granting a 
driver’s license is allowed for any person between 
15 and 17 years of age who satisfies the Secre- 
tary of State that he has no other means of trans- 
portation to and from school. In such cases the 
Secretary of State may issue a driver’s permit. 


2. All meeting of any political subdivision of the 
~ gtate shall be open to the public and minutes shall 
be open for inspection. 
SCHOOL ADMINISTRATIVE DISTRICT 

The status of the study group that has prepared 
data on the formation of School Adminsitrative Dis- 
trict comprising school unions numbers 99 and 101 
appears to be dormant pending clarification of con- 
troversial issues that have received state-wide recog- 
nition. The measure of success that will accompany 
this action of the special session of the legislature in 
clarifying the controversy is not fully known. 

During the pending interim, considerable sums of 
money are being spent on what has been termed as 
obsolete secondary school structures in order to insure 
an effective approval status date lined July 1, 1960. 
These expenditures accompanied with the disorganiz- 
ation of the study group have done much to impede 
the progress of the organizing of a School Administra- 
tive District in this area.

The purchase price of the uniforms (24) 
was $1,476.00. Of this sum, the high school paid 
$505.00 as an initial payment. The balance of $971.00 
was obtained through the untiring efforts of Mrs. 
Evelyn Kennedy by way of contributions, band con- 
cert collections, public auction, and record-hops. I 
personally believe that no citizen other than Mrs. Ken- 
nedy possesses the quality of what I choose to call 
“‘stick-to-it-ness” that was so necessary for attaining 
this goal. 

The band under the ever likable, efficient and jovial 
leader, Mr. Charles Wakefield, may be depended upon 
to prform crditably whenever its services are request- 
ed.

Town of Harrington 


February 12, 1960 to February 15, 1961 

An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Harrington has been completed for the fiscal year 
ended February 15, 1961. 

The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. The examination con- 
sisted of a review of cash transactions, as well as an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures and the 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the 
Town. 

The fiscal year’s operations showed that expendi- 
tures exceeded available funds by $2,779.80 per the 
following summary: 


Overdrafts $3,106.32 
Unexpended 326.52 
$2,779.80 

Assets 


The cash balance of $2,275.91 was reconciled with 
the statement furnished by the Union Trust Company, 
Ellsworth, Maine. 

Other assets including accounts receivable, tax liens 
and tax acquired property were reviewed. Unpaid ac- 
counts were reconciled with the balance shown on the 
records of the Selectmen. 


Liabilities 


General fund liabilities amounted to $3,081.46 which 
represented advances from the L. F. Nash and Hope 
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G. Nash trust fund of $2,417.43 and accounts payable 
of $644.03. 


Deferred Revenne 


The deferred revenue totaling $1,737.63 represents 
1961 excise tax collections which are carried forward 
for future allocation by the townspeople. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The examination of the appropriation accounts 
shows a total account of $4,326.57 (Exhibit D) repre- 
senting account balances which are carried forward to 
the ensuing year. 

The deficit at the close of the year amounted to $4,- 
560.69, an increase of $1,545.31 for the year. This 
was occasioned principally by the excess of expendi- 
tures over available funds less gain on sale of property, 
excise tax balance and overlay. 


Trust Funds 


An examination of the various funds held in trust 
by the town revealed that the total amount of trust 
fund principals was $6,250.00 and unexpended income 
amounted to $636.18. The principals and income of 
these funds were invested as follows:

An examination of the town clerk’s records revealed 
that the townspeople voted to transfer $1.000.00 from 
Excise taxes to town roads and an amount sufficient, 
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to balance snow removal, any remaining amount to be 
transferred to surplus. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Receipts and vouchers and cancelled 
checks were examined for a selected period and major 
increases or decreases in revenue or expenditures over 
previous years were explored. Insurance and bond cov- 
erages were listed. | 

Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
of the copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 
Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the 
municipality were reviewed to determine that related 
financal transactions were properly administered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed nec- 
essary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting information fairly present the finan- 
cial position of the town at February 15, 1961 and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended.

PHYSICAL IMPROVEMENTS BEING 
CONTEMPLATED 


A bid submitted by Nathaniel and Drew Fickett to 
paint the exterior of the village school building at a 
cost to the town of $1,000 has been accepted. The 
building will be painted following the close of school 
in June. Previous commitments by the Fickett broth- 
ers would not permit the painting prior to the opening 
of school in September, and it was felt to be unwise to 
have the work done while school was in progress. 
Money for this project has already been appropriated. 

The State Fire Insurance Commission is requiring 
“the enclosure of stairways to gymnasium in 14 hour 
fire resistive material.” 

The sides of the base of the furnace in use at the 
high school are spread so that new grates need to be 
elongated before they can be used. Grates elongated 
a year ago have become too short for use now. 

A heating engineer recently inspected the furnace 
and informed the school committee that a tension was 
being placed on the water sections which might soon 
be expected to cause irreparable damage. 

The furnace is 35 years old the manufacturer has 
gone out of business. Therefore, the committee has 
requested cost estimates for the following: (1) in- 
stallation of an oil burning furnace accompanied with 
minor alterations, (2) installation of an oil burning 
furnace and changing the existing one-pipe condensate 
system, (3) installation of an oil burning furnace with 
such renovations in the existing system as may be 
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necessary to obtain an individual thermostatic room 
control system. ; | a 

It is hoped that cost estimates will be available so 
that a comprehensive report can be made at the annual 
town meeting.

LEGISLATION 

As this report is being prepared, the 100th Legisla- 
ture is considering proposals in the field of education 
which, if enacted, may necessitate a re-appraisal of 
our existing local administrative units. If and when 
this report is read, it will be too late to exert pressure 
for or against the measures. However, affirmative ac- 
tion by the Legislature on such proposals.as the follow- 
ing: Uniform Tax Principle, Computing Foundation 
Program on Elementary and Secondary Separately, 
Increase Bonus to School Administrative Districts from 
10% to 15%, Increase Teacher Minimum Salary, and 
Revision of Table 1 of Section 237-D, will call for a 
study to determine, during the interim from the en- 
actment to the effective date of the acts, the wisdom 
of the continuance of a laissez-faire attitude with re- 
gards to the operating of the small school administra- 
tive unit.

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Section 237-C, Sub-section III, part D reads as fol- 
lows: “Employ at least one teacher for each 30 elemen- 
tary school pupils in average daily membership except 
in the pre-primary or kindergarten where the ratio 
shall not exceed one teacher to 60 pupils and at least 
one teacher for each 25 high school pupils.” There- 
fore, it will be necessary to employ three secondary 
-school teachers for the 1961-62 school year. 


PERSONNEL 


The valuable service being rendered by the teachers 
at the elementary and secondary levels is due in no 
small part to the continuity of service. The average 
. of years of service of all the teachers is 1214 years, 
the shortest period of service of a teacher is 214 
years, and the longest period of service of a teacher is 
23 years. "hi : 

It is the opinion of the writer that the schools, ele- 
mentary and secondary, are being administered ef- 
fectively; and that the mode of instruction is as a 
whole producing somewhat desirable results. 

It is well known that the schools are not cperating 
at the maximum of efficiency and for various reasons; 
--one of which is a lack of understanding and coopera- 
‘tion between the school and the home. If, when a child 
is encountering a difficulty at the school, the parents 
and the teachers concerned would sit down and calmly 
evaluate the case on its merits without prejudice or 
bias, a most valuable service could be rendered for the 
child. It must be conceded that often both the teacher 
and the parent have defendable conflicting view points. 
However, there is usually a feasable manner in which 
the problem can be solved so that the child can be 
kept in school for such period of time and under such 
circumstances as will permit his being graduated from 
the school, and this without his having “flunked’’ his 

education. 
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HEALTH SERVICES 

For several year your town health committee has 
rendered a valuable service by planning and conducting 
health elinics for pre-school children, as well as for 
administering antibiotics to pupils and, in some cases, 
to adults: 

This year for the first time the committee, with the 
assistance of the local health nurse, Mrs. Beatrice 
Norton, R.N., initiated a program to offer physical ex- 
aminations by a competent physician to pupils of 
grades one, four, eight and twelve. 

Contingent upon written permission from the par- 
ents the pupils of the grades mentioned above were 
privileged to receive, without any cost to the pupils, 
somewhat complete physical examinations by Dr. 
Thomas Dolan, M.D., Pediatrician, of Ellsworth. 

To the end that this program may be continued on 
an annual basis the health committee is hopeful that 
the citizens will make the necessary funds available. 

For your information the personnel of the Harring- 
ton Heatlh Council is as follows: Arlene Scott, Chair- 
man; Verna Dowling, Secretary-Treasurer; Joan Me- 
serve, Chester Nichols, Charles Lawrence, Members;

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COMMENTS 
Town of Harrington 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Harrington has been completed for the fiscal year 
ended February 15, 1962. 

The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. The examination con- 
sisted of a review of cash transactions, as well as an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures, and the 
results are incorporated in the following text, ex- 
hibits and schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of 
the town. 

The fiscal year operations showed that expenditures 
exceeded available funds by $2,266.28 per the follow- 
ing summary: 


Overdrafts $3,055.13 
Unexpended 788.85 
$2,266.28 

Assets 


The cash balance of $2,893.75 was reconciled with 
the statement furnished by the Union Trust Com- 
pany, Ellsworth, Maine. 

Other assets including accounts receivable, tax liens, 
tax acquired property, capital reserve fund and trust 
fund investments, were reviewed. Unpaid accounts 
were reconciled with the balances shown on the rec- 
ords of the Selectmen. 

Liabilities 

General fund liabilities amounted to $3,418.89 which 
represented advances from the Hope G. Nash Trust 
Fund of $1,917.48 and accounts payable of $1,501.46. 


Deferred Revenue 


The deferred revenue totaling $2,099.83 represents 
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1962 Excise Tax collections which are carried forward 
for future allocation by the townspeople. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The examination of the departmental accounts 
shows a total amount of $2,871.60 (Exhibit D) repre- 
senting account balances which are carried forward 
to the ensuing year. 

The deficit at the close of the year anneal to 
$2,885.13, a decrease of $1,675.86. This decrease was 
occasioned principally by appropriations for town debt, 
accounts payable and overdrafts, the balance of the 
1961 Excise Tax and Overlay less the excess of ex- 
penditures over available funds. 


Trust Funds 


An examination of the various funds held in trust 
by the town reveals that the total amount of trust 
fund principals was $6,250.00 and unexpended income 
amounted to $792.39. 


General 


An examination of the Town Clerk’s records showed 
that the townspeople voted to transfer $1,000.00 from 
Excise Tax to town roads and an amount sufficient to 
balance the snow removal account. 


Seope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Receipts and vouchers and cancelled 
checks were examined for a selected period and major 
increases or decreases in revenue or expenditures over 
previous years were explored. 

Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
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of the copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 
Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the 
municipality were reviewed to determine that related 
financial transactions were properly administered. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed nec- 
essary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting information fairly present the finan- 
cial position of the town at February 15, 1962 and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended.

The general purpose of public health nursing is to 
help people and the community as a whole to achieve 
and maintain optimum health. Your public health nurse 
carries out this purpose by giving preventive, thera- 
peutic, and rehabilitative services to individuals and 
families in their homes; through health services in 
schools; and organized community programs for pre- 
vention of illness and promotion of health. 

In January, the Health Council started a new pro- 
gram in the school. The students in grades one, four, 
eight and twelve, with their parents permission, were 
given the opportunity to receive a physical examina- 
tion. Forty-nine students were examined in two ses- 
sions. 

In March, the Health Council sponsored a Smallpox 
clinic for the school pupils. One hundred ‘twenty-five 
students were vaccinated. This was the first vaccina- 
tion for more than half of these students. 
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In April, May and June, the Health Council spon- 
sored a seties of three Child Health Conferences for 
preschool children. These conferences gave the par- 
énts an opportunity to have their children, under six, 
¥éeceive a physical examination and their inoculations 
against Diphtheria, Pertussis, Tetanus, Poliomyelitis 
and a vaccination against Smallpox. Highty-eight 
children attended these conferences; twenty-two com- 
pleted their initial three inoculations for Diphtheria, 
Pertussis and Tetanus; sixty-three children received 
an inoculation of Salk vaccine against poliomyelitis, 
and twenty-five received Smallpox vaccinations. . 

In October, the entire school enrollment was tested 
with the Maico Audiometer which had been purchased 
by the school union. 

In November, students in grades one, four, eight and 
twelve were given the opportunity to receive a physi- 
cal examination, if the parents gave permission. This 
program was set ahead to the fall months due to the 
hazardous traveling and cold weather, we experienced 
in early January. Forty-six students received physical 
examinations this fall. At the request of the physician 
two of the students were referred for further consulta- 
tion and treatment at special clinics. 

Many home visits have been made to infants, pre- 
school, school children and adults where health super- 
vision and consultation were needed. 

It has been my pleasure to serve your community, but 
without the help and willingness of the Health Council 
members, this well planned program would not have 
been possible. I wish to thank all the citizens of the 
community for their help, interest and support in your 
health activities.

1. 5-Year Program: 

A. An anticipated large enrollment in grades 9 
through 12, and a small enrollment in grade 8, 
prompted the initiating of a 5-year high school 
program for the current year. Already there are 
certain advantages being observed of which 
mention is being made of four as follows: (1)

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LAWS RELATING TO DOGS 
Chapter 100 R.S., 1954, as amended by P. L. 1955 


Sect. 10. On or before the first day of April each year 
the owner or keeper of any dog shall apply to the city 
or town clerk either orally or in writing for a license 
for each such dog, owned or kept by him. 


Any person becoming the owner or keeper of a dog 
after the first day of April not duly licensed as herein 
required shall within ten days after he becomes owner 
or keeper of such dog, cause such dog to be described 
and licensed as provided above. 


Sec. 13. Whoever keeps a dog contrary to the above 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25.00 to 
be recovered by complaint before any trial justice or 
municipal court in the county where such owner or 
keeper resides. 


Sec. 14. The Municipal officers of each town shall 
within ten days from the first day of June issue a war- 
rant, returnable on the 1st day of July, to one or more 
constables, directing him or them to proceed to enter 
complaint and summons to court the owner or keeper 
of any unlicensed dog. Provided, however, that said 
officers may call on the owner of such dog and demand 
that he conform to the law and pay the license fee 
due, and if owner pays such fee, he shall also pay the 
officer a fee of $2.00 which the officer shall retain.

An audit of the financial records of the Town of 
Harrington has been completed for the fiscal year 
ended February 15, 1963. 

The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Selectmen, Assessors, Treasurer, 
Tax Collector and Town Clerk. The examination con- 
sisted of a review of cash transactions, as well as an 
analysis of available funds and expenditures, and the 
results are incorporated in the following text, exhibits 
and schedules pertaining to the fiscal affairs of the 
town. 

The fiscal year operations showed that expenditures 
exceeded available funds by $363.39 per the following 
summary:

represented advances from the Hope G. Nash Trust 
Fund of $1,917.43. 
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Deferred Revenue 


The deferred revenue totaling $1,809.35 represents 
1963 Excise Tax collections which are carried forward 
for future allocation by the townspeople. 


Reserves and Surplus 


The examination of the departmental accounts shows 
a total amount of $2,456.67 (Exhibit D) representing 
account balances which are carried forward to the en- 
suing year. 

The deficit at the close of the year amounted to 
91,025.01, a decrease of $1,860.12. This decrease was 
occasioned principally by appropriations for town debt, 
accounts payable and overdrafts, the balance of the 
1962 Excise Tax and Overlay less the excess of ex- 
penditures over available funds. 


Trust Funds 


An examination of the various funds held in trust 
by the town reveals that the total amount of trust fund 
principals was $6,250.00 and unexpended income a- 
mounted to $1,451.04. 


General 


An examination of the Town Clerk’s records showed 
that the townspeople voted to transfer $1,000.00 from 
Excise Tax to town roads and an amount sufficient to 
balance the snow removal account. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records checked to de- 
termine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. 
The system of internal control was reviewed as per- 
tained to the handling of cash and other matters of 
financial concern. Receipts and vouchers and cancelled 
checks were examined for a selected period and major 
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increases or decreases in revenue or expenditures over 
previous years were explored. 

Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
of the copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 
Various laws pertaining to the fiscal operations of the 
municipality were reviewed to determine that related 
financial transactions were properly administered. 

Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed nec- 
essary to develop these statements. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting information fairly present the finan- 
cial position of the town at February 15, 1963 and the 
result of its operations for the year then ended.

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PERSONNEL AND CURRICULUM 


This year it may be said, and it is certainly most 
unusual, that there has not been any change in the 
school personnel since the last annual town meeting. 
Thus, as might be anticipated, the services being ren- 
dered by the teachers, bus operators and janitors are, 
in general, being performed commendably. 

However, this should not be construed to mean that 
all is well and all sufficient with our school program. 
And, it is very probable that the greatest need for a 
change, conceding that it is not the only one, is to be 
found in the secondary school curricula offering. Even 
when operating at the maximum of efficiency for that 
unit, a small high school’s curriculum is lacking in 
both the depth and the breadth which are necessary 
so that the individual pupil can develop his potential 
to the full extent of his capacity and ambition. 

As I see it, the School Administrative District or- 
ganization, admittedly not perfect, offers the only rea- 
sonable and economically feasible solution to the secon- 
dary school problem of this area. 

The writer believes that it is proper and in order to 
here give recognition to Mrs. Flora Wood who is cur- 
rently rendering her twenty-fifth year of teacher ser- 
vice for this town. 

. Commendations are due Mrs. Wood for her devotion 
to duty, excellency of service and professional self- 
improvement.

Public Health Nursing Service 
January 1 through December 31, 1962 

The general purpose of public health nursing is te 
help people and the community as a whole to achieve 
and maintain optimal health. Your public health nurse, 
a member of the staff of the Department of Health and 
Welfare, Division of Public Health Nursing, carries out 
this purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic, and re- 
habilitative services to individuals and families in 
their homes; through health services in schools; and 
through organized community programs for preven- 
tion of illness and promotion of health. 

This year immunization clinics for school children 
and adults were held in the community to provide pro- 
tection against poliomyelitis and influenza. One hund- 
red sixty-five inoculations of poliomyelitis vaccine were 


given to students, and fifty-four to adults. PUY adults 


received influenza inoculations. 


For the preschool children Child Health Conferences 


were held so that parents would have the opportunity 
to have their children receive a physical examination 
and immunization as needed because there was no 
resident physician in the town. 


In the school health program physical Ranta, 


were offered to the students in grades one, four, eight 


and twelve, if their parents permitted. This year sixty- 
two students were examined by Ciro Alfaro, M. D. of 


Jonesport. 


The Harrington Health Council sponsored the above’ 


program. My appreciation is extended to the Council 
members, Superintendent of Schools, teachers, and the 
citizens of the community for the assistance and sup- 
port in your 1962 health program.

An audit has been completed of the financial rec- 
ords maintained by the officials of the Town of Har- 
rington for the fiscal year ended February 18, 1964. 


Assets 


The cash balance at the close of the year was rec- 
onciled with the statement of the Union Trust Com- 
pany as of February 14, 1964. Transactions affecting 
taxes receivable, tax liens and tax acquired property 
were reviewed and unpaid individual accounts at the 
close of the year were checked and reconciled with the 
balances appearing in the ledger. Accounts receivable 
were examined and appeared to be correctly stated. 


Liabilities 
General fund liabilities at February 18, 1964 con- 
sisted of $717.48 owed to trust funds. The sum of 


*700.00 was repaid to this account by appropriation 
during the year. 
Reserves and Surplus 

Revenue derived from 1964 excise taxes collected 
prior to February 18, 1964 has been carried forward to 
the ensuing year according to custom. Departmental 
balances carried forward amounted to $2,516.07 for 
highway and education accounts. 

At February 18, 1964, the Town had an unap- 
propriated surplus amounting to $2,172.76 as compared 
with a deficit of $1,025.01 at the close of the preceding 
year. Items contributing to the gain were the repay- 
ment of trust funds, the exempt veterans’ tax refund 
and unexpended balances in the appropriation accounts, 
notably in the poor account. 


Trust Funds 
The total amount of trust fund principals at the 
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end of the year was $6,250.00 which was legally in- 
vested with the exception of $717.43 which is due from 
the Town. Income withdrawn during the year had been 
expended in accordance with the terms of the respec- 
tive trusts. 


General 


The 1968 commitment of taxes to the Collector 
was examined and reconciled with the assessment. Ex- 
cise taxes were verified with the copies of the receipts 
retained by the Collector. Vouchers and payrolls were 
examined for a selected period and appeared to be 
proper charges to the accounts involved. The records 
of the Clerk were examined for appropriations and 
other matters of financial concern. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet, 
together with related financial statements fairly pre- 
sents the financial position of the Town at February 
18, 1964.

SECONDARY SCHOOL 

Teachers at the high school are to be commended 
for the valuable service being rendered under adverse 
conditions. Needless to say, the secondary school is 
not adequate to meet today’s challenge--to provide pro- 
grams for diverse abilities and potentialities of the 
heterogeneous student population. A changing society 
cannot tolerate an unchanging school. That the solu- 
tion to our serious problem is consolidation with near- 
by towns is not any longer a moot question; however, 
there does not appear to be a consensus regarding a 
plan for accomplishing the consolidation.

me to call your attention to the following.

Three prime ingredients of quality education in 
any school are staff, available teaching tools and plant 
in that order. Yet, the important ingredients are avail- 
able only if an enlightened citizenry so vote. 

To keep our excellent staff members and recruit 
cthers as needed, we must, I believe, provide commen- 
surate salaries, sound personnel policies, pleasant and 
hygienic plant facilities, and evidence that we are con- 
cerned with supporting a quality education program. 

The schools are fortunate in being staffed by sv 
many devoted staff members. 'The deep interest being 
taken in improving our schools and the education our 
boys and girls receive is evident in many ways. The 
work of the staff members requires the support of each 
citizen if it is to result in positive gains for our schools. 

Mr. Vernon Pettigrew is serving as band director 
for one day each week at Cherryfield, Harrington and 
Milbridge. He also instructs in band at Columbia Falls 
cn Wednesday evening of each week. He succeeds the 
veteran director, Mr. Charles Wakefield, who resigned 
to accept a similar position at Machias. 

Mr. Pettigrew was graduated from Washington 
State Teachers College in 1940 and received a B. S. 
Kducation and M. Education degree from the Univer- 
sity of Maine in 1947 and 1956 respectively. He at- 
tended the Northern Conservatory of Music for a two 
year period 1952-54. He also attended Boston Uni- 
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versity for a summer session in 1955. He has had sev- 
eral vears of teaching experience. 
IN-SERVICE TRAINING PROGRAM 

This year the Washington State Teachers College 
was allocated N. A. S. A. funds to conduct an in-service 
training program for elementary teachers in science. 
Twelve centers were located in Washington and Han- 
cock counties. Milbridge was chosen as one of the 
centers with Charles Sumner, Jr. as the instructor in 
Physical Science. 

The aim of the course is to familiarize the teach- 
ers with the basic fundamentals of science andjor to 
provide them with an updated background in the 
science field. 

Tourteen of our teachers completed the first sem- 
ester course, and eleven teachers are enrolled for the 
second semester. 

DRIVER EDUCATION 

A driver education program was offered during 
the summer months. Of the 18 students enrolled in the 
course, 17 received certificates for having satisfactor- 
ily completed the 30 hours of class and 6 hours of road 
work. 

A survey conducted recently indicates that ap- 
proximately 12 students would like to enroll for a 
course next summer. 

I believe that this is a very worthwhile program 
and that it should be continued. 

CONCLUSION 

In closing, I would like to thank all who have had 
a part in providing for the educational needs of our 
children and youth; the list which is long includes the 
school committee members, principals, teachers, jani- 
tors, bus operators, parents, citizens, and local organi- 
zations.

This year the new health activity was-the Oral 
(Sabin) Poliomyelitis clinics offering, to the commun- 
ity, protection against poliomyelitis. All of the above 
health activities were sponsored by the Harrington 
Health Council, Mrs. Arlene Scott, the president. 

The school medical examinations were offered for 
the fourth year to students in certain grades. G. B. 
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Shaw, M. D., of Jonesport, was the examining physi- 
cian. This activity helps teach the students the value 
of a medical examination, and points out to the par- 
ents defects which may need further medical super- 
vision. 


Besides planning with the local group and attend- 
ing the above activities your public health nurse has 
endeavored in home visits to teach basic principles of 
healthful living in relation to changing needs of in- 
dividuals in all age groups. And at the request of the 
family physician, she has given prescribed treatments, 
and taught family members, by demonstration, nurs- 
ing care that was within the physical, financial, and 
emotional resources of the family.

As the year closes it is appropriate for your public 
health nurse to give an account of the services that she 
has carried on in your community.

The public health nurse gives service through con- 
ferences, clinics, meetings and home visits to all age 
groups. The Child Health Conference is to teach the 
parents, whose children are not already under the sup- 
ervision of a doctor, the importance of regular medical 
examinations. They are also taught how some prevent- 
able diseases may be controlled through an immuniz- 
ation of each child. 

The medical examination for the school child 1s a 
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health teaching activity for the individual for the 
prevention of illness, promotion of health and detec- 
tion of defects. The tuberculin skin test (Tine) is done 
as part of the medical examination to detect tuber- 
culosis. 

Home visits are made to all age groups for health 
teaching, to teach nursing care of the sick and re- 
habilitation of the handicapped in their own homes, 
with medical direction from the patient’s physician. 

To accomplish these services the nurse works 
closely with physicians and health agencies in behalf 
of patients. Your public health nurse also works with 
the townspeople, individually and in groups, so that the 
people themselves will take responsibility for develop- 
ing health programs to meet their unique loca! health 
needs. 

My appreciation is extended to the Harrington 
Health Council members, Superintendent of Schools, 
teachers and the citizens of the community for their 
assistance and support in your health program.

ORDINANCE FOR SHELLFISH DIGGING “ 
LICENSE 


Section 1. Municipal Shellfish license required. 
It is unlawful for any person to dig or take shellfish 
from the shores, flats or coastal waters of this munici- 
pality without naving a current license issued by the 
clerk of this municipality as provided in this ordinance. 

1. Definitions. The following words as used in this 
ordinance have the meaning indicated after each, un- 
less a different meaning is clearly intended by the 
context: 

A. Shellfish. The word “shellfish” means softshell 

clams, quahogs and mussels. 

B. Municipality. The word “municipality” means 

the Town of Harrington, Maine. 

C. Resident. The word “resident” when it applies 

to this municipality means a person who has re- 

sided in the State of Maine for at least 6 months 

next prior to the time his claim of such residence 

is made, and who has resided in this municipality 

for at least 3 months next prior: to the time his 

claim of such residence is made. 

II. License designation, scope; licensee must sign. 
The license, designated as a Municipal Shellfish license 
for the Town of Harrington, entitles the holder to dig 
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and take any amount of shellfish from the shores, flats 
and waters of this municipality when and where it is 
otherwise lawful to do so. 


A. License must be signed. The licensee must sign 
his license in order to make it valid. 


UI. Qualifications, application, fees. Any resident 
of this municipality may apply to the municipal clerk 
for the license required by this ordinance on forms 
provided by the municipal officers. No other person 
may apply for, nor be issued the license provided in 
this ordinance. The clerk may require the applicant to 
produce evidence of his qualifications before issuing 
the license. 


A. Contents of application. The application must 
‘contain the applicant’s name, current address, 
birth date, height, weight, signature, and what- 
ever other information, if any, the municipal offi- 
cers may from time to time decide. 
B. Records. The municipal clerk shall note on the 
application the date the license requested was is- 
sued, sign it, and file the application with his 
records. 
C. Fees. The fee for the license is $1.25 which the 
applicant shall pay with his application. The 
municipal clerk shall pay all fees received to the 
municipal treasurer (except for 25 cents for each 
license issued which is to be retained by the clerk 
as his payment for issuing the licenses.) The 
funds so received by this municipality may be 
used for whatever purposes this municipality may 
from time to time decide. 

IY. License expiration date. Hach license issued 
under authority of this ordinance expires at midnight 
on December 31st of the year issued. 4 

VY. Penalty. Whoever violates any provision of this 
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ordinance shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
$10.00 or by imprisonment for not more than 80 days. 

Vi. Former ordinance repealed. The ordinance en- 
titled Relative digging and taking of clams, in the 
Town of Harrington, County of Washington, enacted 
at the special town meeting on June 27, 1964, is here- 
by repealed.

An audit has been completed of the financial rec- 
ords maintained by the officials of the Town of Har- 
rington for the fiscal year ended February 20, 1965. 


ASSETS 


The cash balance at the close of the year was rec- 
onciled with the statement of the Union Trust Com- 
pany as of February 25, 1965. Transactions affecting 
taxes receivable, tax liens and tax acquired property 
were reviewed and unpaid individual accounts at the 
close of the year were checked and reconciled with 
the balances appearing in the ledger. Accounts receiv- 
able were examined and appeared to be correctly stat- 
ed. 


LIABILITIES 


There were no general fund liabilities of record at 
February 20, 1965. 


RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


Revenue derived from 1965 excise taxes collected 
prior to February 20, 1965 has been carried forward 
to the ensuing year according to custom. Department- 
al balances carried forward amounted to $1,592.33 as 
shown on Exhibit D. 

At February 20, 1965, the Town had an unap- 
propriated surplus amounting to $5,793.39 as com- 
pared with $2,172.76 at the close of the preceding year. 
Items contributing to the gain were the repayment of 
trust funds and unexpended balances in the appropri- 
ation accounts, notably in the highways and bridges 
account. 


TRUST FUNDS 


The total amount of trust fund principals at the 
end of the year was $6,250.00 which was legally in- 
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vested. Income withdrawn during the year had been 
expended in accordance with the terms of the respec- 
tive trusts. 


GENERAL 


The 1964 commitment of taxes to the Collector 
was examined and reconciled with the assessment. Ex- 
cise taxes were verified with the copies of the receipts 
retained by the Collector. Vouchers and payrolls were 
examined for a selected period and appeared to be 
proper charges to the accounts involved. The records 
of the Clerk were examined for appropriations and 
other matters of financial concern. 

It is believed that the accompanying balance 
sheet, together with related financial statements fair- 
ly presents the financial position of the Town at Feb-

Pubiic Health Nursing Service 
For the Year 1965 


As the year closes it is appropriate for the public 
health nurse, a member of the staff of the Division of 
Public Health Nursing, to give you an account of the 
services that she has carried on in your community.

Four child health conferences were held at the 
Methodist Church vestry. for preschool children. The 
conference is intended to teach the parents, whose chil- 
dren are not already under the supervision of a doctor, 
the importance of regular medical examinations. They 
are also taught how some preventable diseases may be 
controlled through an immunization of each child. The 
measles vaccine, introduced this year, produces an im- 
munity like that which is acquired after having the 
disease, and is expected to protect the child for life. 

The medical examinations for students is part of 


the school Administrative District No. 37 school health 
program. The students who were examined were in 
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crades one, four, eight, twelve and athletes. The pro- 
eram is a health teaching activity for the individual 
for the prevention of illness, detection of defects that 
the family may not otherwise be aware of, and pro- 
motion of good health. The tuberculin skin test is a 
test to detect possible contact with a tuberculosis pa- 
tient. 

Home visits are made to all age groups to teach 
nursing care of the sick and rehabilitation of the 
handicapped in their own homes under medical direc- 
tion of the patient’s physician. 


Your public health nurse also works closely with 
the townspeople, individually and in groups, so that the 
people themselves will take responsibility for develop- 
ing health programs to meet their local health needs. 


Your public health nurse wishes to extend her ap- 
preciation to the Harrington Health Council, Mr. Law- 
rence, M. A. Lambdin, M. D. and J. H. LaCase, M. D., 
Hisworth, and the citizens of the community for their 
assistance and support in your health program.
